This  school,  in  the  order  of  establishment  the  second  in 
the  State  System  of  Normal  Instruction,  has  been  in  success- 
ful operation  twenty-three  years.  Since  its  opening  about 
4,000  students  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department, 
and  its  graduates  number  541.  The  year  just  closed  has  been 
decidedly  the  most  prosperous  in  its  history.  The  addition 
of  $4,000  to  its  annual  income,  made  by  the  last  Legislature, 
has  resulted  in  a  long  needed  enlargement  of  the  faculty, 
greater  specialization  of  instruction,  a  material  increase  of  the 
library,  important  improvements  in  the  conveniences  of  the 
building,  and  the  accommodation  and  instruction  of  the  larg- 
est number  of  students  yet  enrolled.  This  increased  attend- 
ance has  been  almost  exclusively  in  the  upper  classes. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

The  school  edifice,  built  of  brick  and  trimmed  with  stone, 
is  architecturally  tasteful,  well  arranged  in  its  interior  and 
neatly  finished.  It  is  warmed  and  ventilated  by  the  most 
approved  means,  including  revolving  fans  run  by  steam. 

To  meet  .the  growing  demand  of  the  school  for  more 
room  an  addition  has  recently  been  erected,  securing  better 
accommodations  for  the  Practice  School  and  the  Library. 
New  floors  of  hard  wood,  connection  with  the  city  water  and 
sewerage  system,  and  other  important  improvements  have 
recently  been  completed. 

.The  grounds,  comprising  several  acres,  have  been  graded 
and  ornamented  and  now  present  an  exceedingly  tasteful  and 
attractive  appearance. 
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Location. 

Mankato,  the  second  largest  city  in  Southern  Minnesota, 
and  having  a  population  of  about  1 0,000,  is  pleasantly  situated 
at  the  great  bend  of  the  Minnesota  river,  at  the  northern  line 
of  the  fertile  Blue  Earth  County.  It  is  easily  accessible  from 
all  quarters  by  lines  of  railway,  being  on  the  Chicago,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul;  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern;  and  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Louis  ('Cannon  Valley")  roads.  As  a  legitimate  result  of  its 
favorable  position  in  the  center  of  Southern  Minnesota,  with 
lines  of  railway  radiating  in  all  directions,  the  city  is  very 
rapidly  growing  in  population  and  wealth.  Among  the  evi- 
dences of  this  are  the  numerous  fine  business  blocks  and 
elegant  residences,  the  spacious  hotel,  the  court  house,  high 
school,  U.  S.  government  building,  etc.,  recently  completed 
or  in  process  of  construction  at  the  present  time,  the  whole- 
sale trade  rapidly  centering  here,  the  new  manufacturing 
enterprises,  the  street  railway,  electric  lighting,  etc.  These 
prove  Mankato  to  be  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  promis- 
ing cities  in  the  State  and  justify  the  location  here  of  one  of 
its  training  schools  for  teachers. 

The  school  building  stands  on  a  natural  terrace,  above 
the  main  portion  of  the  city,  and  commands  a  magnificent 
view  up  and  down  the  valley  for  many  miles.  In  front,  and 
about  a  mile  distant,  the  lofty  and  wooded  bluffs  on  the  oppos- 
site  side  of  the  river  somewhat  resemble  the  Palisades  of  the 
Hudson,  as  seen  from  the  east.  The  site  of  the  city  as  well 
as  the  adjacent  country  was  originally  covered  with  a  heav)' 
growth  of  forest  trees  (hardwood),  and  the  profusion  of  native 
trees    still    remaining,    and    the    countless  bluffs,  valleys  and 
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ravines,  adjacent  to  the  city,  afford  some  of  the  most  pictur- 
esque scenery  to  be  found  in  the  West. 

A  marked  addition  to  the  conditions  that  have  made  the 
city  hitherto  one  of  the  most  healthful  in  the  State  is  the  recent 
discovery  of  an  abundant  supply  of  the  purest  water,  availa- 
ble by  means  of  artesian  wells,  three  of  which  are  now  com- 
pleted and  in  vigorous  flow.  The  city,  including  the  Normal 
School,  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  water  supply  unsurpassed  in 
purity  by  that  of  any  other  municipality  in  the  Union,  and 
equalled  by  few. 

Objects  of  the  School. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  school  is  special  instruction  in 
the  Science  ana  Art  of  Teaching,  but,  as  in  nearly  all  other  Nor 
mal  Schools  in  the  country,  a  thorough  system  of  academic 
instruction  is  at  once  the  basis,  and,  to  a  large  extent,  the 
medium  of  professional  instruction.  In  the  absence  of  pre- 
paratory schools,  few  pupils  come  with  sufficient  attainments 
and  intellectual  discipline  to  qualify  them  for  immediate  en- 
trance upon  a  purely  professional  course  of  instruction. 

The  school  consists  of  two  departments — The  Normal 
and  the  Model  or  Practice  Department.      In  the 

Normal  Department 

there  are  two  courses  of  study — one  of  three  years,  called  the 
Elementary  Course,  and  one  of  four  years,  known  as  the 
Advanced  Course.  The  three  years  of  the  Elementary 
Course  are  designated  respectively  by  the  letters  "C,"  "B," 
and  "A."  The  four  years  of  the  Advanced  Course  are  desig- 
nated respectively  "C,"  "B,"  "Junior"  and  "Senior."  The 
studies  of  the  two  courses  are    nearly  identical   the    first    two 
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years,  as  will  be  seen  on  inspection  of  the  full  schedule  of  the 
courses  given  elsewhere. 

Conditions  of  Admission. 

i.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  "CM  class,  not  bring- 
ing certificates,  are  required  to  pass  such  an  examination  in 
Arithmetic,  Grammar  and  Geography,  as  will  show  their 
ability  to  complete  the  studies  of  the  class  within  a  year.  A 
typical  set  of  questions,  used  in  a  recent  examination  and 
showing  the  scope  of  requirements  for  admission,  is  elsewhere 
given.  A  grade  of  60  per  cent,  in  each  subject  has  hitherto 
been  required. 

2.  Candidates  bringing  second  grade  certificates  will  be 
admitted  to  the  "C"  class  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term 
without  examination.  Special  attention  is  called  to  this 
desirable  and  expeditious  method  of  entering — a  method  in- 
volving no  uncertainty  and  anxiety. 

3.  Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in 
either  course  after  successful  examination  in  the  studies  com- 
pleted by  the  class,  or  on  evidence  of  diplomas  or  certificates 
from  approved  schools.  Certificates  from  the  State  High 
School  Board  will  also  be  received  in  lieu  of  examination 
in  the  subjects  covered. 

Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  any  class  for  less  than 
one  quarter  without  special  permission  of  the  President,  and 
any  student  leaving  school  before  the  end  of  the  quarter  with- 
out permission  will  be  recorded  as  having  left  dishonorably 
and   will  not  be  re-admitted. 

Professional  Course. 

Students  who  have   elsewhere    completed    the    required 
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academic  work  of  either  regular  course  and  afford  evidence  of 
this  by  diplomas  or  certificates  from  approved  schools,  or  by 
special  examination,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Professional 
Course.  To  such  the  diploma  of  the  Elementary  or  Advanced 
Course,  according  to  the  extent  of  the  previous  preparation, 
is  given  at  the  end  of  one  year. 

The  attention  of  graduates  of  High  Schools  and  other 
higher  institutions  of  learning  is  especially  called  to  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  course.  It  affords  superior  conditions  for 
the  study  of  exclusively  professional  subjects — the  History  of 
Education,  Psychology  with  special  reference  to  its  bearing 
on  the  teacher's  work,  Methods  of  Teaching,  School  Economy, 
with  Observation  and  Teaching,  under  intelligent  criticism, 
in  the  Practice  School,  or  such  other  department  as  the  best 
interests  of  each  member  may  require. 

Besides  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Professional  Course, 
the  high-school,  and  even  the  college  graduate,  who  purposes 
to  teach  in  the  State,  will  find  no  better  means  of  securing 
desirable  positions  than  by  testing  and  making  known  in  the 
Normal  School  his  qualifications  therefor.  There  is  no  other 
demand  the  management  finds  so  difficult  to  meet  as  that  for 
principals  and  first  assistants  in  high  schools.  A  college 
graduate  of  good  ability,  who  satisfactorily  completes  the 
Professional  Course,  can  be  assured  an  excellent  position 
without  trouble  or  delay. 

No  Preparatory  Department. 

By  action  of  the  State  Normal  Board,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  President  of  the  School,  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment was  abolished  five  years  ago.  The  interests  of  the 
rapidly  growing  Normal  Department  rendered  this  action 
necessary. 
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Candidates  for  the  "C"  class  will  hereafter  bear  in  mind 
that  failure  to  enter  this  class  means  failure  to  secure  instruc- 
tion in  any  department  of  the  school.  All  such  candidates, 
not  bringing  second  grade  certificates,  should  carefully  note 
the  conditions  of  admission,  elsewhere  given  in  this  catalogue, 
and  not  incur  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  visit  to  the  school 
without  a  reasonably  well-grounded  assurance  of  success. 

Model  School. 

The  Model  School  consists  of  three  grades^ — Primary, 
Intermediate  and  Grammar — and  is  designed  to  afford  to  Nor- 
mal students  ample  opportunity  for  observation  and  practice. 
The  plan  is  that  of  a  thoroughly  graded  and  classified  school, 
with  a  course  of  study  reaching  from  the  simplest  elements  of 
school  knowledge  to  full  preparation  for  the  Normal  depart- 
ment. Careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  conditions  that 
promote  the  comfort,  health  and  moral  development  of  the 
children. 

Cabinet  and  Apparatus. 

The  school  is  provided  with  good  sets  of  Philosophical 
and  Chemical  apparatus,  Physiological  Charts  and  Models,  a 
Geological  and  Mineralogical  collection,  and  a  fine  collection 
of  mounted  specimens  of  the  birds  and  quadrupeds  of  the 
State.  These  afford  excellent  material  for  illustrating  the 
Natural  Sciences,  and  are  constantly  available  for  use  by  the 
teachers  in  both  the  Normal  and  Model  Departments. 

The  Library. 

A  portion  of  a  special  appropriation  of  $7,000,  made  to 
the  school  by  the  Legislature  of  three  years   ago   for  repairs 
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and  improvements,  was  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  suitable 
and  much  needed  rooms  for  the  Library.  Three  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  formerly  used  by  a  department  of  the  Model 
School,  were  changed  into  two,  united  by  a  large  archway. 
These  spacious  and  well-lighted  rooms  are  tastefully  decorated 
and  furnished,'  and  have,  during  the  past  three  years,  afforded 
admirable  accommodations  for  the  growing  Library,  now 
numbering  about  5,000  volumes. 

In  addition  to  the  reference  books  and  standard  works  in 
all  departments  of  English  Literature,  the  Library  is  in  con- 
stant receipt  of  the  best  Periodical  Literature  of  America  and 
England.  Never  before  has  so  great  an  amount  of  the 
world's  best  thought  been  directed  to  this  channel  of  com- 
munication, and  he  who  seeks  to  be  a  teacher  must  not  -be 
ignorant  of  the  great  "Gulf  Stream"  of  contemporary  history 
and  intellectual  activity  constantly  flowing  into  newspapers, 
magazines  and  reviews. 

The  marked  and  increasing  interest  of  both  the  faculty 
and  students  of  the  school  in  the  facilities  of  the  Library  for 
personal  research,  in  particular  lines,  has  been  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all  who  have  shared  in  or  witnessed  it.  It 
has  been  an  inspiration  to  the  entire  school,  and  never  so 
conspicuously  as  during  the  past  two  years  of  greatly  improved 
conditions.  The  Library,  distinctly  and  purposely  presented 
and  explained  to  the  students  as  an  important  subsidiary 
means  of  intellectual  growth  while  in  the  school,  is  open  to 
them,  during  the  term,  at  all  hours,  so  far  as  consistent  with 
their  other  duties.

Signal  Service  Station. 

The  school  has  been  for  several  years  past  a  United 
States  Signal  Service  Station  and  is  supplied  with  a  fine  set 
of  apparatus,  obtained  from  the  Government  Bureau  at 
Washington,  for  indicating  and  recording  meteorological 
changes.  This  affords  students  a  rare  opportunity  to  become 
practically  acquainted  with  the  subject  of  meteorology.       Ob- 
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servations  are  taken  and  recorded  three  times  daily  and  a 
weather  bulletin  is  prepared  and  posted  every  morning.  The 
War  Department  Weather  Map  is  received  daily  from  Wash- 
ington, and  the  reports  of  the  State  Bureau  regularly,  as  pub- 
lished. 

Religious  Influences. 

Students  are  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  devo- 
tional exercises  of  each  morning,  and  to  attend  on  the  Sab- 
bath the  church  of  their  choice.  The  various  churches  of  the 
city  are  especially  cordial  in  welcoming  them  to  their  services 
and  Sunday  Schools.  Besides  this,  flourishing  branch  organ- 
izations of  the  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian 
Associations  exist  in  the  school.  While  no  sectarian  influence 
is  found  or  allowed,  the  spirit  and  drift  of  the  school  are  dis- 
tinctly toward  the  Christian  ideals  of  faith  and  conduct. 

Expenses. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  admitted  into  any  of  the 
classes  of  the  Normal  Department,  provided  they  sign  a 
pledge  to  teach  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
and  to  report  semi-annually  to  the  President  until  the  pledge 
is  fulfilled.  Persons  not  willing  to  so  pledge  themselves  may 
be  received  into  the  above  classes  on  the  payment  of  tuition 
at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  week,  for  the  term,  payable 
strictly  in  advance,  one-half  at  the  beginning  and  the  other 
at  the  middle  of  the  term. 

The  price  of  board,  including  furnished  room,  light  and 
fuel,  is  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week.  Those  desiring  to 
board  themselves  can  obtain  rooms  at  very  reasonable  rates, 
and  the  expenses  ol  such   probably  would   not   exceed    $1,50 
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per  week.  This  mode  of  economizing,  however,  cannot  be 
recommended,  as  experience  has  generally  shown  it  to  be 
conducive  neither  to  health  nor  to  scholorship.  By  boarding  in 
dabs  expenses  may  be  reduced  to  two  dollars  per  week,  and  this  plan 
is  recommended  to  those  who  find  the  price  of  ordinary  board 
beyond  their  means.  A  special  effort  is  made  at  the  opening 
of  each  school  year  to  aid  students  in  the  formation  of  board- 
ing clubs.  New  students  on  arriving  in  the  city,  should  come 
directly  to  the  office  of  the  President,  where  they  will  be  fur- 
nished with  a  list  of  boarding  houses,  rooms  and  club  organi- 
zations, from  which  they  can  make  selections. 

The  price  of  unfurnished  rooms  is  fron  $1.50  to  $3.00 
per  month,  according  to  size,  location,  convenience,  etc- 
Furnished  rooms  cost  from  $2.00  to  $5.00  per  month,  accord, 
ing  to  location  and  excellence.  As  prices  correspond  to 
widely  varying  conditions  the  question  so  often  asked  by  let- 
ter, "What  will  be  the  cost  of  a  room?"  is  one  difficult  to 
answer.  Perhaps  the  prevailing  price  paid  by  students  for 
unfurnished  rooms  may  be  placed  at  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  month, 
and  for  furnished  rooms  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  month, 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State 
Normal  Board,  all  necessary  text  books  can  be  rented  from 
the  school.  The  fee  is  $1.^0  per  term,  which  also  insures  the 
privileges  of  the  reference  and  miscellaneous  library.  Books 
from  the  latter  are  loaned  to  pupils  for  two  weeks.  Students 
are  advised  to  bring  for  purposes  of  reference  such  text-books 
as  they  may  happen  to  have.  Those  who  prefer  to  purchase 
the  text-books  can  obtain  them  at  the  school  at  the  lowest 
wholesale  cost  price. 

In  the  Model  School  the  tuition  is  twenty  cents  a  week 
in  the  Primary,  twenty-five  cents  in  the  Intermediate, 
thirty     cents     in    the    regular   Grammar,     and    forty     cents

in  the  Fourth  Model  grade.  In  each  grade  all  needed  text- 
books are  furnished  free,  except  in  the  Grammar  grades  where 
there  is  a  rental  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per  quarter  in  the 
"A"  and  "B"  classes,  and  fifty  cents  per  quarter  in  the  Fourth 
Model. 

Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  such  as  befits  an  institu- 
tion for  the  training  of  teachers.  While  it  is  thorough  it  is 
based  upon  but  few  rules,  and  those  only  which  must  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  judgment  of  all  good  students.  Self- 
control,  as  the  essential  preparation  for  controlling  others,  and 
orderly,  quiet,  studious  habits,  for  individual  and  the  com- 
mon benefit,  are  asked  from  all.  Those  who  are  indisposed 
to  respect  its  regulations  are  not  desired  in  the  school.  It  is 
not  a  reformatory  institution,  and  it  is  not  dependent  upon 
tuition  fees  or  personal  favor  for  support.  The  pupil  whose 
conduct  is  a  source  of  persistent  annoyance  and  disorder  will 
be  promptly  dismissed. 

Nof mal  School  Diplomas  as  State  Certificates. 

The  Legislature  of  1891  passed  an  Act  which  gives  to 
diplomas  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  validity  as  certificates 
of  qualification  to  teach  in  any  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
State,  under  the  following  provisions,    viz: 

(1)  A  diploma  of  one  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  is 
made  a  temporary  state  certificate  of  the  first  grade  for  the 
two  years  of  actual  teaching  service  required  by  the  Normal 
Student's  pledge. 

(2)  After  two  years  of  service  the  diploma  may  be 
countersigned  by  the  President  of  the   school    from   which   it 
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was  issued,  and  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  service  has 
been  successful  and  satisfactory  to  the  supervising  school 
authorities  under  whom  it  was  rendered.  Such  endorsement 
will  make  the  diploma  of  the  Elementary  Course  a  State  Cer- 
tificate for  five  years,  and  the  diploma  of  the  Advanced 
Course  a  life  certificate. 

Conditions  of  Endorsement. 

(i)  While  it  is  hoped  that  all  graduates  will  earn  the 
right  to  have  their  diplomas  endorsed,  great  care  will  be 
taken  in  this  matter,  and  the  diploma  will  not  be  so  extended 
in  any  case  in  which  the  holder  fails  to  render  acceptable  ser- 
vice during  the  tejt  period,  or  in  any  way  fails  to  show  him- 
self worthy  of  the  marked  professional  recognition  so  bestowed. 

(2)  After  the  completion  of  two  years  of  service,  appli- 
cation for  endorsement  may  be  made  to  the  respective  Nor- 
mal Schools.  The  applicant  should  see  that  complete  reports 
of  service  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  student- 
teacher's  pledge,  and  that  such  reports  bear  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  supervising  authorities  to  whom  blank  forms 
of  testimonials  may  be  sent.  In  order  to  maintain  a  uniform 
standard  of  requirements  for  endorsement, it  has  been  agreed 
by  the  Normal  School  presidents  that  they  will  endorse  no 
diploma  until  each  case  has  been  approved  by  all  of  the 
presidents  acting  as  a  Board  of  Review. 

(3)  Graduates  who  have  already  completed  two  years 
service  and  are  are  still  teaching  may  make  application  at 
once  for  endorsement.  Blank  forms  for  such  application  will 
be  sent  on  request. 
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To  Superintendents  and  Other  School  Officers. 

These  officers  are  expected  to  feel  a  special  interest  in 
the  State  Normal  School.  They  can  materially  aid  the  cause 
of  public  education  by  sending  thereto,  through  suggestion, 
encouragement  or  information,  such  young  people  as  they  be- 
lieve particularly  qualified  by  nature  for  the  work  of  teaching. 
Direct  to  the  school  only  those  who  have  sound  health  and 
good  mental  endowments. 

In  turn,  the  school  is  fully  aware  of  its  duty  to  school 
officers,  and  will  endeavor  to  perform  it  to  the  best  of  its 
ability.  The  President  will  cheerfully  aid,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, Superintendents  and  other  officers  in  securing  good 
teachers,  whether  graduates  of  this  or  other  schools.

In  language  the  requirements  may  be  thus  formulated: 
The  ability  to  spell  and  capitalize  with  general  correctness; 
to  recognize  readily  the  parts  of  speech  in  any  common  sen- 
tence; to  know  the  proper  forms  and  names  of  the  different 
parts  (modes,  tenses,  participals,  etc.)  of  common  English 
verbs,  to  analyze  in  words  or  by  diagram  an  easy,  simple, 
complex  or  compound  sentence,  and  to  parse  the  words  of 
the  same.
